This  simplicity  con- 
tributes to  a  feeling  of  serenity.  A  visit  fo  Trinity-All  Saints" 
Cemetery  provides  an  opportimity  to  spend  a  quiet  time  in 
surroundings  which  remind  one  of  the  essential  Ijeauty  of  all 
life. 

.Ml  the  luitinal  advantages  of  this  lovely  setting  are  com- 
plemented by  the  thoughtfulness  and  care  with  which  the 
cemetery  is  operated  and  maintained.  Continual  and  careful 
attention  to  the  cemetery  grounds  is  ensured  in  perpetuity 
by  Trinity  Parish.
